Srr,—I have the honour to submit herewith report covering 
the work of the Department of Municipal Affairs for the year 
1913. 

The year 1913 was a year of great progress and development 
in municipal affairs in this Province, more particularly in regard 
to rural municipal affairs as it was the first year that rural muni- 
cipalities carried on business in the Province. The fifty-five rural 
municipalities which were organized in the year 1912 came into 
existence in December of that year and carried on business for the 
first time during the following year. As was to be expected, these 
organizations had to meet and deal with many problems. Many 
of these problems were, of course, problems which arose out of the 
organization being a new organization, and were practically pro- 
blems that belonged to the completing of the municipal organiza- 
tion. It might be pointed out, however, in this connection that 
municipalities will always have new problems to face from time 
to time, and this condition of affairs will always exist as long as a 
municipality is making the progress it should make, and it can 
be taken as an indication that any municipal government which 
does not find that it has new problems to deal with from time to 
time is not making very much progress. 

The first year of organization in a rural municipality must of 
necessity be largely a year of preparing for work rather than a 
year of doing work, and therefore, the record of our rural muni- 
cipalities for the year 1913 cannot. be taken as an indication of 
what can be accomplished by rural municipal organization, yet 
the progress made by our rural municipalities during the year 
1913 was very satisfactory, and it is a safe prediction that these 
organizations will become a great factor in the development of the 
Province. The good results that have followed rural municipal 
organization after one year’s trial, is very remarkable when we 
take into consideration the fact that the Act under which these 
municipalities carried on business last year was new legislation 
and that the areas included within the boundaries of these muni- 
cipalities were areas that had not before been grouped together ; 
and that many of the ratepayers were strangers to each other, 
strangers to the country and to our forms of government. When 
the electors become better acquainted with the laws under which 
they carry on business and with the best methods of obtaining re- 
sults from the organization there will, no doubt, be splendid results 
from this system of local self-government. : 

During the year 1913 I had the privilege of visiting many of 
the newly organized municipalities and meeting with the council- 
lors. I was very much pleased indeed to note the energetic and 
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intelligent manner in which they were taking hold of their pro- 
blems and dealing with them. As long as municipal problems 
are approached with the right spirit there will be no trouble in re 
king progress, and with the electors taking an active interest an 
seeing that their best men are elected as councillors there is no 
fear of the outcome. The great curse of any municipal organiza- 
tion is the indifference of the electors. No municipal organiza- 
tion can be successful unless the electors of the municipality live 
up to their opportunities and their responsibilities. It is to be 
hoped that the electors in our rural municipalities will not fall 
short in this respect, and if they keep in touch with their munici- 
pal affairs and exercice their franchises properly there will always 
be good results. In aiming at good results in rural and munici- 
pal work, it might be well to point out that these results do not 
mean results in the shape of roads and bridges only, but results 
which will help to provide for the health, safety and general 
welfare of the people. : 

The levying of taxes in the outlying parts of the Province 
under The Local Improvement Act and Educational Tax Act 
still forms quite a part of the work of this department, but with 
the increase in the organized area and the change in The Rural 
Municipality Act whereby rural municipalities deal with all taxes 
levied within their boundaries, this part of our work igs greatly 
decreasing. With this decrease, however, that part of our work 
relating to the problems of the different municipal organizations - 
are increasing. While this change will lessen the amount of rou- 
tine work in the department, the more important work of dealing 
with the many problems continually arising in connection with 
our urban and rural municipalities will continue, of course, to 
grow larger. 

The collection of arrears of taxes for small local improvement 
districts and for rural school districts is still being carried on by 
the department and is evidently of considerable assistance to these 
organizations. 

With reference to our urban municipalities, the great problem 
during the past year in many cases has‘ been the problem of 
financing the business of the municipality. As a municipality is, 
of course, a spending organization the financial question is always 
one of its big questions, but during the past year on account of the 
general financial depression, rather more difficulty has been experi- 
enced in meeting obligations than for sometime past. The dan- 
ger which our municipalities must guard against in connection 
with this is the danger of their going too far in incurring liabili- 
ties to provide for the future of the municipality before such 
future is firmly established. In a new country such as ours, it is 
difficult to estimate what the future of a town will be and it is wise 
for a municipality to go slow in contracting liabilities until condi- 
tions have become so settled that it can be fairly accurately esti- 
mated what the future of the town is likely to be. If because of 
the opinion that there is a great future in store for a town, large in- 
debtedness is incurred and then the expected growth does not fol- 
low, the result is that the ratepayers of the municipality will have 
_to assume much too large an indebtedness in proportion to the 
population and the business carried on, resulting in a bad condition 
of affairs all round, and the town is likely to lose the future growth 
which it might otherwise have had if financing had been carried 
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out more carefully. As well as the loss frequently caused by over- 
estimating future growth, there is also very often a danger of loss 
through towns issuing debentures to go into municipal ventures 
that are of a speculative character. Another feature of poor fin- 
ancing to be guarded against is that of issuing debentures for 
long terms to cover improvements that will have disappeared long 
before the debenture has been paid. Sometimes in the past muni- 
cipalities have also got into debt through a desire to bonus some 
industry that they thought would be of great assistance to the 
municipality. This system of bonusing industries has, however, 
- so frequently proved to be a detriment to the best interests of the 
municipality and has resulted in giving the municipality a load 
to carry without any benefit, that the Legislature has seen fit by 
provisions in The Rural Municipality Act, Village Act, Town 
‘Act and all the different city charters, to prohibit any municipa- 
lity from granting a bonus of any kind to any industry. This 
may seem like rather arbitrary action, but I think the results will 
be in the best interests of the municipalities. 

During the year I had the privilege of attending a convention 
of the Union of Canadian Municipalities. This convention was 
held at Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, on the 15th, 16th and 17th of 
July. The deliberations of the convention were very interesting 
and of great benefit to those engaged in municipal work. One 
of the outstanding features of this convention was the discussion 
of the advisability of the different Provinces having Local Govern- 
ment Boards similar to that in operation in Great Britain, to pass 
upon municipal and school loans. It appeared to be the general 
opinion that such a board was necessary and would prove of great 
advantage to municipalities by enhancing the value of their 
debentures and saving them from unwise expenditure. 

I also had the pleasure of attending the Ninth Annual Conven- 
tion of the Union of Alberta Municipalities held at High River 
on August 26th and 27th. The discussions at this convention 
were both pleasant and instructive, dealing with many municipal 
matters but relating more particularly to our Town Act. Many 
of the resolutions passed at this convention have since become 
law. One of the prominent features of this convention was the 
discussion with reference to the establishment of a Local Govern- 
ment Board. It was the unanimous opinion of this convention 
that the Provincial Government should establish a board of this 
kind to deal with municipal loans. The convention called by 
the Union of Alberta Municipalities is always, I think, very bene- 
ficial to those who attend, and I would like to see all our urban 
municipalities represented at this convention. 


TAXATION 


Under the provisions of our Rural Municipality Act, Village 
Act, and Town Act, all taxes are required to be levied on land 
values only, and in assessing the land it is required that the value 
placed on the land for assessment purposes shall be the cash 
value of the land without regard to any improvements 
placed upon it by the expenditure of capital or labour. All our 
rural municipalities carry out their assessment and taxation on this 
basis. - All our villages except one levy taxes in the same way, 
the one exception being the Village of Lougheed, where on ac- 
count of a good deal of the land being exempt from taxation spe- 
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cial privileges were given by special legislation. All our towns 
follow the provisions of our Town Act except two, the exceptions 
being the Town of Stettler, which on account of unusual condi- 
tions was given special privileges, and the Town of Cardston which 
1s still carrying on business under a charter granted by the 
Government of the North-West Territories. A few of our towns 
obtained the privilege of levying a business tax for the period of 
three years, but this permission expires next year. | ee 

Each of our cities carries on business under its own special 
charter, but it is worthy of note that in the cities as well as in 
other municipal organizations most of taxes are raised from tax- 
ation of land values only. In two of our six cities, namely: Ed- 
monton and Medicine Hat, taxation is limited to taxation on land 
values only. The City of Red Deer collects most of its taxes from 
assessment on land values, the only additional taxation being a 
business tax. 

The City of Calgary in addition to levying a tax on land val- 
ues, collects some taxes on buildings and personal property. The 
assessment on buildings, however, is only to the amount of 25 
per cent of their value, and that on personal property is to the 
amount of 66 2-8 per cent of the value. 

The two remaining Cities, Wetaskiwin and Lethbridge, levy 
taxes on lands, personal property and improvements. 

In reply to an enquiry which is sometimes made as to whether 
or not the system of taxation on land values only is proving a 
success, I may say that at the last convention of Urban Munici- 
palities a resolution was brought in to the effect that legislation be 
asked for, that would make provision so that any town would have 
authority to revert to taxation on improvements and personal prop- 
erty if 1t wished to do so. This resolution was defeated by a 
large majority; there being only some three delegates voting in 
favour of it. This may be taken as in indication of the situation 
in regard to this system of taxation. 

The fact that this Province has gone so far in the eliminating 
of taxation on personal property and improvements is causing a 
wide-spread interest, and I have received enquiries in regard to 
our system of taxation from pratically all parts of the world. 


TOWN PLANNING. aS 


The administration of The Town Planning Act which became 
law on March 25, 1913, also comes under the work of this depart- 
ment. This Act the regulations which are being drawn up in 
connection with it gives ample power to deal with all questions 
of this nature that are likely to come before the department. It 
1s expected that some of our larger centres of population will soon - 
make use of this Act and apply to this department for authority 
to proceed with some town planning schemes. There is no doubt 
room for work of this kind, and if carefully carried out the result 
should be of lasting benefit to our urban municipalities. 


RURAL ORGANIZATION 


At the beginning of the year 1918, all our rural organizations— 
both local improvement districts and rural municipalities—were 
hew organizations. In accordance with the provisions of The 
Rural Municipality Act, and the amendments made to The Local 
Improvement Act, all existing local improvement districts were 
disorganized in the year 912 and further organization was required 
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to be in accordance with the territorial units into which the 
Province had been divided by the map prepared under The Rural 
Municipality Act. Under these conditions the first work of our 
rural organizations during the year was a work of re-adjustment 
along the lines of the new organizations and the new boundaries. 

Rural municipal organization was, of course, carried on 
throughout the year wherever requests were sent in for such or- 
ganization. The number of rural municipalities organized in 
the year 1913 was not as large as the number organized in the 
previous year. ‘This is largely accounted for by the fact that many 
of the local improvement districts wished to see how munici- 
pal organization worked out before asking for such organization. 
A great deal of interest in rural municipal organization was shown 
and we sent out a great many copies of the Act and of pamphlets 
dealing with the principal provisions of the Act. In addition we 
wrote a great many letters and held a number of meetings giving 
information on municipal questions. It was noticed that many 
of the electors in speaking of municipal organization referred to 
the fact that they had been opposed to such organization but on 
learning more fully what it meant, they were very much in favour 
of municipal organization. 

The main objection to rural municipal organization is still the 
fear that such organization will mean increased taxation. As has, 
however, been frequently explained, the rate of taxation to be 
levied in a rural municipality is one which rests entirely in the 
hands of the ratepayers of the municipality through their coun- 
cillors. While the rate of taxation in rural municipalities is on 
a valuation basis, and that of local improvement districts on an 
acreage basis, our returns show that the rate of taxation in 
some local improvement districts is higher than in some rural 
municipalities so that rural municipal organization does not mean 
increased taxes, although a higher rate of taxation might in many 
cases be a very good investment as all taxes are spent in the muni- 
cipality and if properly spent each ratepayer will profit thereby. 

There also appears to be a fear that if a rural municipality is 
organized, debentures will immediately be issued and the munici- 
pality plunged into debt. The question, however, as to whether 
or not debentures should be issued is a matter which must be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the electors and carried by a two-thirds major- 
ity before a loan can be made. Therefore, there is ample provis- 
ion for protection from going into debt unwisely. It might be 
pointed out in connection with this question, however, that the 
issuing of debentures may be a very good business in many cases 
if the municipality has an efficient organization to expend the. 
money borrowed. 

During the year six local improvement districts became rural 
municipalities. One local improvement district was absorbed by 
two adjacent municipalities, and five unorganized territorial units 
became rural municipalities. This made the total organized units 
at the end of the year 147,—66 rural municipalities and 81 local 
improvement districts ; the total increase in the organized area 
amounting to someting like 45 townships. With reference to 
rural organization it might be pointed out that at the last Session 
of the Legislature The Local Improvement Act was amended so 
that there is now, no provision for further organization as local im- 
provement districts; the only rural organization now provided for 
being organization as a rural municipality.

VILLAGES. 


The continued extension of railroads and the spreading out 
of settlement has added to our village organization. During the 
vear some sixteen villages were incorporated as compared to 
eleven incorporated during the previous year.The following are 
the villages established during the year 1913: 


Beverly, Burdett, 
Chinook, Cadogan, 
Chipman, ; Coalhurst, 
Delburne, Drumheller, 
Gull Lake, Lakeview, 
Oyen, Port Cornwall, 
Rocky Mountain House, Tollerton, 
Wabamun Beach, Youngstown. 


Most of these villages are along the line of railroad construction 
and came into existence as soon as the railroad began operation. 
In fact, in some cases it is noted that the village came into exist- 
ence before railroad operation commenced. The surrounding 
country had been settled ahead of railroad construction, and as 
soon as transportation was assured villages grew up almost at once 
at different stations along the railway. 


TOWNS. 


Only one town was incorporated during the year 1915, that 
being the Town of Grouard at the west end of Lesser Slave Lake. 
This town has the distinction of being the most northerly town in 
the Province, being situated in Township 75, Range 14, west of 
the 5th Meridian. 

The fact that only one town was incorporated during the year 
is largely accounted for by the amendments made to The Village 
Act requiring a population of 700 before incorporation as a town 
could be granted. While this provision may reduce the number 
of villages asking for incorporation as towns, it will, I think, have 
very good results as there was a tendency for villages to become 
incorporated as towns and incur heavy liabilities before the future 
of the settlement was assured. In some cases very soon after 
incorporation, on account of increased railroad facilities in the 
vicinity and other reasons, the population of the town dropped back 

to a point which would not have entitled them to incorporation as 

a town if it had not already been granted. This state of affairs 
leaves a town 1n a very poor condition to carry the heavy burden 
of indebtedness which may have already been placed upon it in 
view of the expected growth. 

As has been the case in the past, and probably always will be 
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the case, one of the greatest problems confronting our towns has 
been the financial problem. While it is quite true that this prob- 
lem is likely to be always one of the main problems of our towns, 
a good deal can be done to prevent serious trouble by the town 
being very careful about assuming any indebtedness until the 
future of the town is definitely assured, and also to make sure that 
the improvements for which the indebtedness is being ineurred 
are absolutely necessary, and that they have an organization which 
will be able to handle the money borrowed so as to get the best 
possible results. 


CITIES. 


As we have as yet. no City Act in force in this Province, each 
of our cities carries on business under its own charter. By a 
special Act of the Legislature at its First Session last year, the 
Town of Red Deer was incorporated as a city; thus making the 
sixth city in the Province.

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LARGE LOCAL IMPROVEMENT DISTRICTS. 


The total assessment levied in large local improvement districts 
during the year 1913 amounted to $158,313.98. The total 
amount of taxes and fees collected from large local improvement 
districts during the year was $133,016.81, as compared with 
$127,975.83 in the year 1912. The total amount of redemption 
fees amounted to $769.75. One of our greatest troubles in con- 
nection with the levying of these taxes is still the problem of reach- 
ing the parties interested in the lands that are being taxed. This 
is largely accounted for by the fact that addresses are continually 
being changed without such changes being reported. Every effort 
possible is made to reach the landowner with the assessment 
notice, and a copy of the notice is sent to.every post office which 
appears likely to es the address of the landowner. Notwithstand- 
ing the care that is being taken in this matter, it can be readily 
understood that many landowners do not receive notice on account 
of the change in address which is not reported or-registered at the 
‘Land Titles Office. Any landowner may, however, find out at 
any time the amount of taxes outstanding against his land by 
making application for tax statement, and if he does not receive 
his regular assessment notice it is advisable for him to protect 
himself in this way. 


EDUCATIONAL TAXES. 


The total assessment levied by this department under The 
Educational Tax Act in the year 1913 amounted to $93,408.67. 
‘The total taxes collected under this Act in the year 1913 
amounted to $102,796.35 as compared with the total collected 
‘during the year 1912 of $89,103.08. 


SMALL DISTRICT TAXES. 


During the year 1913 we collected the sum of $29,206.28 for 
arrears of taxes due small local improvement districts. These taxes 
were forwarded as collected to the different districts to which they 
belonged. 


SCHOOL TAXES. 


AMuring the year 1913, we collected the sum of $67,534.89 for 
arrears of school taxes due rural school districts as compared with 
$42,568.85 collected in the year 1912. The amounts collected for 
these taxes were forwarded as collected to the different districts to 
which they belonged. 


TAX CERTIFICATES. 


During the year 1913 we issued some 8,030 tax certificates as 
compared with 10,662 in the year 1912. This decrease is ac- 
counted for largely by the fact that where lands are in rural muni- 
cipalities, we are not in position to issue tax certificates; such cer- 
tificates being now issued by the secretary-treasurer of the rural 
municipality. Each of these certificates gives a complete record 
of all taxes shown outstanding on the records on file here, and also 
gives the names and addresses of the local secretary-treasurers if 
the land is in any organized area. In addition to the certificates 
issued, we issued a thousand statements asked for by owners of land 
wishing to pay taxes.
